families of ministers in the Luther­ 
an church, died Monday of an op­ 
eration in the Mary M. Packer hos­ 
pital in Sunbury.. He was born at 
St. James Reformed church. Adams 
county, near the Maryland 
line. 
September 27. 1854 
The Rev. James Hartman was one 
of three brothers, all of whom were 
graduated from Gettysburg college, 
and all of whom entered the m in­ 
istry. AU three became well known 
only one of the trio remaining, the 
Rev. Dr Joseph F. Hartman, who is 
living retired in New York city. The 
third brother was the Rev. Dr A. 
Stewart Hartman, formerly secre­ 
tary of the board of fureign mis­ 
sions of the general synod of the 
Luthera i church. He died several 
years ago in Baltimore, where he 
lived. 
Father Farmer 
The Rev. James Hartman was the 
son of Moses and Elizabeth Rebert 
Hartman, his father being a farmer 
who lived his entire life in the 
county. The home farm is still in 
the Hartman family after almost a 
hundred years, the prevent owner 
being the Rev. Herbert H Hartman 
pastor of the Augsburg church in 
Baltimore, a

burg college in the class of 1878 and

scourge and the red terror in three 
months. 
Big Man Hunt 
He expected to spend the winter f 
in 
Hupeh. 
Hunan 
and 
Kiangsi I 
provinces. 
There he intended to j 
organize a man hunt on a big scale, i 
with 300,000 troops. 
30 airplanes1 
and 20 gunboats. 
The planes were expected to play , 


an im portant part in the chase, 
especially 
in 
the 
mountainous 
regions of Hunan which are 
re­ 
ported to be full of brigands. The 
outlaws have no planes. 
* The machines were used with suc­ 
cess in the north and the plots 
will have the advantage of experi­ 
ence there. 
The gunboats will operate mainly 
along the Yangtse river and in con­ 
junction with the American, Japa­ 
nese and British warcraft tliat have 
been patrolling the stream. 
But the most the boats can do is 
to keep the reds and other raiders 
off the banks. The job of hunting 
them down in the hills must fall to 
planes and infantry units. 
Shows No Mon y 
In one respect the new campaign 
differs widely from previous bandit- 
suppressing 
attempts. 
Hitherto 
outlaws who faced extermination 
have saved their necks by enlisting 
with the forces of law and order, 
to become later menaces to disci­ 
pline and loyalty within the govern­ 
ment ranks. 
Marshal Chiang has ordered his 
subordinates to show no mercy in 
this campaign. 
He also has put a 
ban on the old custom of quartering 
troops upon the countryside and 
levying tribute from towns lor the 
ostensible purpose of paying f-ol- 


• diers engaged 
In 
protecting the 
population from robbers. 
The national leade rhas issued 
stringent orders th a t the troops 
employed in this winter’s campaign 
are to be paid only by the central 
government, and has plannedto re­ 
store property and homes to victims 
of bandit and communistic outrages.
